Keiter,-1 netice in Tuk SATURDAY 
EVENING Post of Sept. 12th, ISG, a re- 
sponse to my article of Aug. Ist, from the 
pen of Mr. Daniel Dicffenbach, on the pe- 
riodical appearance and reappearance of the 
locusts. Mr. Dieffenbach seems to have 
made out a pretty fair apology for the bene- 
fit of eastern papers, for styling these in 
ects seventcoen-year locusts, In all due re- 
spect to that gentleman, thanking him at 
the same time for his kind regard towards 
me, TE feel ealled upon to respond, which I 
do by first observing that either I or the 
printer have made one mistake in my article. 
Kentucky is printed where it should be Ten- 
nessee, and Tennessee where it should be 
Kentucky. To make the matter plain, I 
will restate my observations, adding coun- 
ties in 1816 the locusts appeared in Gar- 
rard county, Kentucky. In 1829 in Bedford 
county, Tennessee. In 1842 in Calloway 
county, Kentucky. In 1855 and in 1868 in 


Johnson county, Illinois. So that in the * 


two last named periods the observations are 
in the same place, which establishes the 
fact beyond all controversy, that here in 


| Johnson county, Illinois, there are thirteen- 


year locusts. I have relable information 
from Laclede and Douglas counties in South 
Missouri, that this is locust year in these 
localities; but know nothing from those 
parts as regards former years of their visi- 
tations, But over in Kentucky since 1842, I 
am pretty well assured that at least in West- 
ern Kentucky, as well as Southern Illinois, 


| they are to all intents and purposes thirteen- 


year locusts. And this of itself springs an-

That there are different species or varie 
ties there can be no possible dispute, for 
I have paid particular attention to the fact, 
that this year twodistinct varieties came up 
together—one class at least a third larger 
than the other, Ido not confound males 


|} and females for different varieties, I had an 


eye to that matter, and least I might have 


| been mistaken in that way I carefully cap 


tured several pairs while in the act of per 
forming the notes of their monotonous 
music, The music is as different in the two 
varieties as that of the old-fashioned annual 
dry fly or July fly is from either of them. 
The locust last named is twice the sire of 
the larger of the others, dark brown above, 
white underneath, and as nearly as I am 
able to portray on paper, performs his music 
thus, chachacha chaaaanaana—rising with 
a gradual swell to the 3d note, and holding 
the 4th long and quivering with a gradual 
diminution to the close. The notes of the 
larger of the others are phaaanaaaaaaaa-ra 

the ra short. It is reddish brown above, 
red eyed (looks so, if indeed they may be 
ealled his eyes which are not so in fact), 
brighter reddish underneath.

The Galf Stream, 





There is a river in the ocean. In the se- 
verest droughts it never fails, and in the 
mightiest thoo it never overtiows, Its 
banks and its bottom ‘are of cold water, 
while its current is of warm, The Gulf of 
Mexico is its fountain, and its mouth is in 
the Aretic Seas, It is the Gulf Stream.

Technicalities of the Turf, 

There is a jargon of the turf quite in- 
comprehensible to non-*porting readers 
which it may be interesting to elucidate 

A hurdle race consi«ta of riding round a 
mile course twice, making two miles, and 
hurdles 

onsist of a range of fence rail«, four feet 
high, stretched across the course at equal 
distances, and surmounted by brush, which 
makes the jump a foot or two higher, 
and yieli« to the horse's foot in case he 
should not clear it 

A handicap is where a judge is appointed 
to determine the weight shee should carry 
in the race, which he settles according to 
the age or strength of the horse. If a rider 
is not sufficiently heavy, he wears additional 
underclothing, or thin plates of lead are 
slipped into the pockets of his saddle, until 
he reaches the required figure 

If the race fx fee $500, that sum is sub- 
scribed in equal amounts by the owners of 
the horses; $100 oes to the second horse, 
leaving but $400 for the winner 

** No entrance charge” signifies that no 
thing is to be paid for entering the horses 
on the list, which is often done in other 
races,

This of course applies most to ten 
der, thin-skinned fruit A firm apple dies 
slowly. A nut holds out long against the 
debasing influence of separation from its 
source of life. But plums, peaches, apri 
cots, figs, and strawberries begin to suffer 
directly after they are gathered. This is 
the case with pines, which are susceptible 
of bruises, but they contain such an appa 
rent surplusage of flavor, that the first stage 
of their decay are not perceived, except by 
a cunning palate. 

‘* | think the morning is the best time for 
fruit, though Iam not quite sure. The af 
ternoon is But I don’t recommend 
fruit with the dew on it. Let the fruit get 
its own breakfast before you eat it yourself 
It breakfasts on early sunshine and dew. It 
takes there good things in, and smiles upon 
itself and the world just as you do a half 
hour after a pleasant breakfast. Eat it 
while it is in this humor, by no means in the 
raw and early morning; thus you have the 
young freshness and virgin flavor of the 
fruit. It has another character later in the 
day, when it is filled with sunshine; then I 
think it is sweeter. Itdoes not express, per 
haps, the same exquisite charncteristic 
flavor, but its capacity for richness is then 
at its fullest stretch. Its pulp is not less
